Mr. Stephenson said he found 
the same expressions of optimism 
recently while in England. 

“Prospects are brighter every- 
where, and there is no war ‘talk’ 
going on in England,” he _ said. 
“They can’t seem to understand 
why Americans insist on knowing 
about the so-called war scare.” 

Arriving in Atlanta from Wil- 
mington yesterday afternoon for 
“Trust Research Week,” being ob- 
served here this week, Mr. Ste- 
phenson stepped off the train into 
subfreezing weather. 

“I must have left the south in 
Wilmington, for as I came nearer 
Georgia it got colder,” he remark- 
ed, adding that it was “quite 
warm” in Wilmington. 

Interested in Farming. 

A North Carolinan by birth, Mr. 
Stephenson divides his time now 
between his North Carolina farm 
and his trust research headquar- 
ters in Wilmington. Keenly in- 
terested in farming and problems 
facing farmers, he has confidence 
that congress is going to aid agri- 
culture. 

“Congress is honor bound to 
help the farmer. Some form of 
legislation designed to help the 
farmer is certain to come. That's 
the least of my worries,” he said. 

Mr. Stephenson recently return- 
ed from a four-month study of the 
trust systems of England, France, 
Germany, Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden. 

Series of Speeches. 

He will begin a series of 
speeches here this afternoon when 
he will address members of the 
Atlanta chapter of the American 
Institute of Banking at the First 
National Bank. He will talk to 
members of the Atlanta Life In-, 
surance and Trust Council at 6:30 
o’clock tonight at the Capital City 
Club. Highlight .of the speaking 
program will be tomorrow when 
he will be honor guest of the 
Chamber of Commerce. He will 
speak on “The Value of Trust In- 
stitutions to Atlanta.” 

Mr. Stephenson will conclude 
“Trust Research Week” in Atlan- 
ta Friday afternoon when he will 
address officers and directors of 
Atlanta banks at the Piedmont 
Driving Club. Before returning to 
Wilmington, he will go to Athens 
to speak to law students of the 
Lumpkin Law School of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia.

U. 8. FORESTRY SERVICE IMPERILED 

Under the federal reorganization proposal 
which will come before congress for approval 

e either at the present special session or at the 
regular term to open in January, there is a very 
evident danger that the United States Forestry 
Service, now one of the most efficiently operat- 
ed branches of government service, will be seri- 
ously crippled and, possibly, converted into a 
trough for the payment of political debts 
through job appointments. 

Secretary Ickes, of the Department of the 
Interior, is reported as anxious to take over the 
Forestry Service into his department, by execu- 
tive order. Under the conservation measure as 
now drawn this could easily be done. 


The Forestry Service now operates as a di- 
vision of the Department of Agriculture, where 
it rightfully belongs. Any attempt to place it 
under other direction could hardly fail to in- 
jure its opportunities for service in conserva- 
tion and upbuilding of the forest resources of 
the nation. 

The Forestry Service now superviseg 167,000,- 
000 acres of national forests, 270,000,000 acres of 
commercially-owned timberlands and an even 
greater area of farm forests. Should the service 
be transferred to the Department of Interior— 
which, under the bill would be renamed the 
Department of Conservation—it would be im- 


possible to include in the transfer the super-_ 


vision of the farm forests. This activity would 
have to remain in the Department of Agricul- 
ture, thus creating two bureaus in place of one 
and hampering the work by duplication of 
effort. 

Possibly worse in its potentialities is the pro- 
vision in the bill which would make “policy 
forming” positions appointive. The Forestry 
Service has been developed solely by career men, 
holding their positions on a basis of*merit alone. 
If their offices became appointive it would 
mean that these jobs will be added to the “po- 
litical plums’’ distributed as party patronage. 
The result on the efficiency of the service can 
be easily imagined. 

Conditions in some divisions of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior have been scathingly 
criticized in the past. It is unthinkable that the 
Forestry Service should be subjected to such 
influences. 

The forests of the nation are, in affect, an 
agricultural crop. They constitute a natural 
resource and a national safeguard against soil 
erosion, “dust bowls” and disastrous floods. 
Properly operated, they provide an annual cash 
crop just as corn, cotton, livestock or any other 
agricultural product. 

If the federal reorganization bill is to result 
in departmental changes of jurisdiction, it 
should not, under any circumstances, affect the 
Forestry Service. That activity belongs, proper- 
ly, under the Department of Agriculture. It 
has operated with a record of efficiency and 
achievement surpassed by no other govern- 
mental activity. | 

The proposed transfer was before a con- 
gressional committee at the last session. At 
that time 15 agricultural and conservation 
bodies vigorously opposed the suggestion. The 
house then declined to pass the bill. 

It is to be hoped that, if the reorganization 
bill eventually passes, it will be amended to 
prevent this threat to the Forestry Service. 

THE CITY AUDITORIUM 

Beginning of the work to make the city 
auditorium “the safest public structure in the 
entire country,” in the words of Mayor Haris- 
field, brings to a satisfactory conclusion the ex- 
tended debates which have centered on that 
building ever since a portion of the roof col- 
lapsed during a storm. 

The city and the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration of the federal government have spent 
large sums on modernizing the building. As it 
Stands today it is one of the finest structures 
of its kind in the country. All remaining to be 
done is to reinforce the steel roof supports to 
make it, beyond argument, 100 per cent safe. 

The starting of this final repair project 
should mean that the auditorium will be ready 
for grand opera in April, thus permitting the 
projected resumption of annual Metropolitan 
Opera seasons in Atlanta. The opera company 
is reported ready and eager to give a week of 
performances here and little difficulty is an- 
ticipated in raising the required guarantee. 

The only condition to be fulfilled is com- 
pletion of the auditorium repairs. These should 
be done by April 1, which will leave comfortable 
margin before the opening of the proposed 
opera season on April 18.

REPAIRS BADLY NEEDED 


The program of street repairs and other im- 


provements advocated by Councilman George 
B. Lyle, chairman of the pe oe works commit- 
tee, is urgently needed. 

items listed may not be so pressing as others, 
there are many important Atlanta thorough- 
fares in serious need of paving repair. 


Chairman Lyle proposes that the city ap- 
propriation for this work be doubled, an increase 
from $30, to $60,000. per annum and that 
assistance ‘be sought from. federal, state and 
Fulton and DeKalb county governments. Co- 
operation. of these four authorities would make 
possible a vast improvement in conditions. . 

The complete plan includes 22 different 
projects, all of which are admittedly urgent. 
Some, however, can better be postponed than 
others and, if the entire program cannot be ar- 
ranged at this time, it would be wise to under- 
take the most pressing needs at once and post- 
pone others. 


Replacement of the city asphalt plant, re- 
cently destroyed by fire, seems to be the logical 
avenue of first approach to the problem. The 
operation of such a plant makes the cost of 
street repairs much lower than is possible with- 
out it and rudimentary good business dictates 


e some of the 


acquisition of a new asphalt plant as the first 


step in the program, 

It is only necessary to drive a few blocks 
over Atlanta’s Streets to realize they are, in 
many instances, in woeful condition. Holes and 
rough surfaces are frequently found. The 
taxpayers as a whole would quickly profit, if 
repairs were made, in reduced wear on auto- 


mobile tires and lowered depreciation of auto- 


mobiles. 


Another important consideration is the ad- 
verse publicity carried away by visitors to the 
city. There is nothing that more emphatically 
impresses the modernity and prosperity of a 
city upon visitors than: good streets, smoothly 
paved and permitting an easy, free flow of 
traffic. 


NAVY LACK OF AUXILIARIES 

That the effectiveness of the United States 
navy is seriously impaired by the lack of a mod- 
ern American merchant marine, ships which 
could. be immediately converted into auxiliary 
navy vessels and transports, is forcefully point- 
ed out in a statement by N. M. Hubbard Jr., 
president of the Navy League of the United 
States. 


Admiral Leahy, chief of naval operations, 
has stated “an American merchant marine: 
manned by Americans is as much a part of 
the national defenSe as the guns of our battle- 
ships.” _ 

Mr. Hubbard suggests that not less than 30 
tankers and cargo ships, built upon specifica- 
tions drawn up by the Navy Department, should 
be immediately constructed and put into cargo 
service, under government subsidy and manned 
by officers and crews of the naval reserve. 
These vessels would then be available in any 
time ‘of need as the auxiliary vessels which 
would keep the navy mobile and ready to re- 
pel @ttack from any quarter of the world. 


At the same time he urges similar methods 
of operation of several of the larger and faster 
American passenger liners now in intercoastal 
service through the Panama canal. 


Principal blame for the serious situation of 
the American merchant marine at this time is 
attributed to labor troubles with seamen. It is 
Stated that this condition has become so acute 
that neither passengers nor shippers are will- 
ing to patronize vessels under the American 
flag which are in constant danger of “sit-down” 
strikes at sea or in port and are further im- 
periled by the lack of crew discipline and loss 
of control by their commanders. 


“It is clear,” says Mr. Hubbard, “that until 
the command is restored to the masters, no 
ships can operate reliably.” 

It is deplorable that such a situation should 
have arisen, but if it results in the operation, 
as suggested, of tankers, cargo ships and pas- 
senger liners by naval reserve personnel, it will 
not only provide badly needed auxiliary ves- 
sels for the navy in time of emergency, but will 
also increase the value of the naval reserve, 
both as to number and experience of personnel.

Naming them in the order of their contribu- 
tion to humanity, Dr. Marston said they were 
living what he considered contented lives because 
they had found the pursuit which they want to 
follow more than any other in the world. 

At last, there is a man who departs from the 
sordid American conception of success far enough 
to advance the opinion that success in life is 
dependent upon something more important than 
the material things. 

Success, he believes, springs from happiness. 
which in turn is dependent on the three L’s of 
life: “Live, love and laugh.” Apparently a facile 
formula of life, the theory sounds like something 
out of a textbook of economics. Production is 
based on the three factors of land, labor and capi- 
tal, or some other economic maxim. 

An » however, the three L’s of life will 
be found more difficult to attain than successful 
combination of the three factors of production. 

More elusive than any goal in life, the intangi- 
ble something called happiness, which Dr. Marston 
declares contributes everything to success in life. 
has been the subject for the pen of thousands of 
gifted writers in practically every literary field 
prior to his day. That the “living, loving and 
laughing” will come naturally when happiness is 
achieved, they have all realized. . 

The “rub” seems to come, however, in the 
manner of approaching that happiness. All au- 
thorities, except the “inspirational writers” of 
“hokuspokus” whom Dr. Marston debunks, are 
agreed that happiness cannot be made the object 
of direct pursuit. As the seer said, “the longest 
way around, is the shortest way across.” Maeter- 
linck’s “Blue Bird” teaches that lesson. 

“To be successful in the worldly sense, you 
don't have to get up in the morning with that ‘go- 
getter’ look in the eye and all the hokuspokus that 
inspirational writers have been telling us about 
for years,” Dr, Marston declared. -

The administra- 
tion housing experts count on New Deal ballyhoo to carry the pro- 
gram through, but they are frankly nervous about it. 

The success or failure of the program is pretty important, since 
it is the essential feature of the President’s present conservative 
approach to the depression. Briefly speaking, the idea is to stim- 
ulate a great private construction boom by offering very high gov- 
ernment guarantees on mortgages, and forcing.a general lowering of 
building costs. Unfortunately, the lowering of building costs seems 

essential to success. heey. 

’ Phat means, first, a violent, although probably sub-rosa, row 
with the building trades unions. In the targe cities, where housing 
is most needed, high labor costs are the biggest element in high

son, of the carpenters and woodworkers, and John Coefield, of the 
plumbers, who happen to be the most determined anti-New Dealers 
in the ranks of labor. The President’s housing men hope to per- 
suade building trades workers to accept a contractor-guaranteed 

“annual wage in return for lowered hourly rates, but Hutcheson and 
Coefield are having none of it. 

Two weapons will be used against Hutcheson and Coefield. First 

will be the ballyhoo, emphasizing the patriotic duty of co-operat- 

‘ing in the housing-recovery program. And, second, the New Deal- 
ers will go behind the backs of the building trades union leaders 
to their ldcals in hand-picked cities, and try to arrange annual wage 
deals with the locals. 

The annual wage idea is an old pet of the President’s, and there 
is some prospect that the administration will get tough about it. 
One high administration official is already planning a regular Dutch 
uncle lecture to the building trades workers. 

Second, the housing experts will have to win a fight with some 
contractors and most building material manufacturers. Prices are 
high and price-fixing is common, especially among the manufac- 
turers. The prices must come down. The anti-trust laws will be 
brandished threateningly at the obstinate, and once more the old 
patriotic ballyhoo will be used to build a fire under them. 

And, third, the housing experts will have

to conquer the banks and building and loan 
associations. Their weapons for fighting the labor and construction 
people are not much better than sugar tongs, but they have a real 
automatic pistol to fire at the money-lenders. The pistol is the 
plan for national mortgage associations, : 

In the housing bill, the RFC is authorized to advance $50,000,- 
000 for the ¢apital of the first of these. With $50,000,000 of capital, 
the association may issue $1,000,000,000 of debentures to the public. 

The association will use its $1,000,000,000 to offer mortgage 
money direct to the public. In fact, it will be in open competition 
with the private money-lenders, which the private money-lenders 
will certainly resent. Probably they will have to take it and like 

it, however. Here again, ballyhoo will be resorted to. The bally- 
hooers will go into communities and plead with local leaders to 
take mortgages on new construction as a patriotic duty. 

Even with the mortgage associations, it must be admitted that 
the prospects for the housing program look a trifle grim. The Presi- 
dent’s economists believe that, to do good, the housing boom must 
be started when spring brings a seasonal upturn in business. And 
in Great Britain, where the labor and material costs problems were 
nonexistent, it took a couple of years to get housing going in a big 
way. 


OUT OF THE SOCK A mildly inflationary move by the ad- 
ministration may be expected during the 


next few months, when the time comes for additional relief appro- 
priations. The President, Secretary of the Treasury Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr., and other eminent New Dealers are beginning to have a 
sort of psychosis about the size of the national debt. They will 
have to find more money for relief somewhere, but they don’t want 
to add to the debt total. , 

Therefore, influential fiscal officials of the government are al- 
ready acknowledging that the $1,200,000,000 of sterilized gold will 
be released in installments some time after the new year. When 
this gold was “sterilized,” it was, in effect, popped into the treas- 
ury’s sock. Now it will be brought out of the sock and used, un¢ 
less the whole gold supply situation changes surprisingly. 

he reasons are obvious. First, and most important, is the com- 
ing eliéf need mentioned above. Second, there is the fact that 
treasury and federal reserve men are a bit touchy about the charges 
that the raising of banking reserve requirements last spring and the 
other similar moves were wantonly deflationary. :

The best driven 
car, at a proper moderate speed, 
didn’t require new shoes until it 
had run 27,600 miles. They were 
the same make and quality of tires, 
too. 

And every car burns gas at a 
tremendous rate when being accel- 
erated, whether from standing 
start or from low to high speed. 
And the most expensive thing of 
all is accelerating on an upgrade. 

The advice given, summed up, 
is to drive at a moderate speed, 
keeping up with the normal move- 
ment of traffic on the highway. 

Avoid closing the throttle un- 

necessarily by making fewer sud- 
den stops. The result is that less 
oil is sucked into the combustion 
chambers from the crankcase and 
carbon is not accumulated as rap- 
idly. . 
Keep in time with traffic sig- 
nals, if you can. Roll gently up io 
red lights so as to avoid, as much 
as possible, stopping and starting, 
the waste of momentum and un- 
necessary gear shifting. 

Taper off on speed when climb- 
ing hills so you go over the top at 
a reasonable pace. This will save 
wear on your brakes when going 
down the other side. 

And, above all, avoid being 
erratic. Don’t loaf and then sud- 
denly accelerate to pass another 
car. Don’t race for a mile and 
then dawdle. Keep a_ uniform, 
moderate, easy pace and you'll ar- 
rive at your destination just as 
soon and at much lower cost.

NEW YORK—Persistent but of- 
ficially unsupported rumors are 
circulating that peace negotiations 
are going on behind the scenes— 
not directly between Loyalists and 
Insurgents, but through the in- 
termediary of third parties. In the 
meantime, the long-heralded of- 
fensive of General Franco, on the 
Aragon front, is on the one hand 
said to have been called off, while 
the New York Times correspond- 
ent in Madrid, Mr. Matthews, re- 
ports that 100,000 men are ready 
to strike at any moment. | 

The peace rumors had their 
origin in the journey of Senor 
Luis Companys’ journey to France 
a few weeks ago. Senor Companys 
is the governor of the generalidad 
of Catalonia, also leader of the 
dominant political party in that 
autonomous province, the Liberal 
Democratic group, which corre- 
spondents, in so far political phi- 
losophy is concerned, with the 
party of Chautempts, Herriot and 
Daladier, in France, or let us say 
with the La Follette Progressives 
in this country. 

It is not known whether Senor 
Companys crossed over into Eng- 
land, but this is not unlikely. On 
so delicate a mission it is almost 
certain that the Catalan statesman 
did not. advertise his various 
moves to the press. At any rate, 
the peace or truce proposals origi- 
nated in England. It is said that 
Britain proposes that Spain shall 
unite under a Bourbon prince, that 
is to say, under Juan of Bourbon- 
Hapsburg, the third son of ex-King 
Alfonso. One of the royalist pa- 
pers published in France, signifi- 
cantly carries. the following text 
from St. John’s Gospel as a 
streamer headline the last few 
weeks: “There was a man sent 
from God. And his name was 
John.” John is.of course, Juan in 
Spanish. 

But the proposal to restore the 
monarchy, one may be sure, did 
not come from Luis Companys, 
than whom there is no more ardent 
Republican and one who was more 
than once imprisoned by the late 
Primo de Rivera regime. 

My guess is that Senor Com- 
panys, if he made a suggestion for 
a basis of peace, simply proposed 
the division of the country into 
two independent governments, one 
with the capitol at Madrid, to be 
administered by Franco, and the 
other in Barcelona. I think the 
Loyalists would be willing to make 
the concession of Madrid to Fran- 
co, in exchange, perhaps for Sara- 
gossa and Huesca,-on the Aragon 
front.

It’s Up To Franco. 


Franco’s offensive might speed 
the peace overtures, but it is said 
that he is extremely short of 
money and that there is grave dis- 
satisfaction amongst his Carlist 
followers, who, upon hearing— of 
the possibility of the restoration 
of the throne under one of Al- 
fonso’s sons, grew aS angry as 
bulls in the Pampeluna arena 
when they see a red rag.

“They are against the mon- 
archy and it is they who stabbed 
the monarchy in the back in its 
dying hour.” Don Miguel refer- 
red to Generals Sanjurgo, Franco, 
Queipo de Llano, Goded, Castel- 
lanas and Mola, who switched 
over to the Republican side even 
before Alfonso had fled. In fact, 
it was their desertion which made 
Alfonso realize that the jig was 


up. 

Britain’s peace proposals, this is 
known definitely, are a result of 
Lord Halifax’s journey to Berlin. 
Herr Hitler is now ready to with- 
draw all aid from Spain on the 
understanding that no Soviet re- 
public or anything communistic 
will be installed there. Russia 
has already notified the Loyalists 
that she can no longer send sup- 
plies and military advisers. 

This seems to indicate, though, 
that General Franco’s pesition is 
not so good. Surely Hitler needs 
no guarantee from Franco that he 
will not install a Communist re- 
gime. That he demands this from 
the Loyalists would rather indi- 
cate that he expects them to win 
over Franco, once the German 
and Italian volunteers are with- 
drawn, 

For this season, a Franco of- 
fensive, if it comes now, will be 
almost desperate. He must strike 
before volunteers are withdrawn. 
He has 100,000 men, but the Loy- 
alists, it is said, will have an army 
of 600,000 in the field within a 
few months. Peace may be near.

Aft- 
er imposing a prohibitory tax of 
15 cents a pound on southern 
margarine for fear it will compete 
with their butter, Wisconsin now 
wants federal soil conservation 
payments withheld from southern 
farmers who plant dairy feeds on 
land formerly devoted to cotton. 
Yet in spite of all this, Wiscon- 
sin loves the south so that it has 
appropriated money to send 100 
of its citizens on a good will tour 
of this region next March. 

Maybe they are coming to per- 
suade us to stop growing any cot- 
ton at all, since the seed tends to 
be used for the vegetable oil 
from which is made the margarine 
that competes with their butter 
(not that it really competes, be- 
cause most of the people who use 
margarine cannot afford butter). 
Maybe they want to create south- 
ern good will with a view to hav- 
ing our legislatures declare the 
milking of a cow in the south a 
misdemeanor, Maybe they want 
to make speeches in the south with 
a view to slinging all the bulls 
here.

Senator McKellar’s 
bill is not only the old spoils sys- 
tem bill, but the Tennesseean’s re- 
port on the measure attacks the 
whole philosophy of our merit 
system. 

“If. his bill becomes law it will 
constitute a repudiation of the 
merit system and the platforms of 
both major political parties.” 

Post Editorial. 

The “Post” editorial says: 

_ “The advocates of political spoils 
in the government service have 
not merely repudiated ‘the Ram- 
speck bill to place all first, sec- 
ond and third-class postmasters 
under civil service regulations; 
they have also brought forward a 
substitute measure that would 
place these positions permanently 
under the patronage system. 


“It is not surprising to learn 
that Senator McKellar is the spon- 
sor of this vicious attack upon ad- 
ministration plans to extend the 
scientific selection of government 
personnel. His appetite for pa- 
tronage has been frequently dem- 
onstrated. The astonishing fact is 
that eight other members of the 
senate postoffice committee have 
lined up with him. 

“Transportation of mail is en- 
tirely a business undertaking. 
There is not the slightest excuse 
for the intrusion of politics into 
this essential public service. Yet, 
of more than 14,000 first, second 
and third-class postmasters a large 
portion are selected because of 
their usefulness to some politician. 
Only crass indifference toward the 
public welfare on the part of legis- 
iators would permit the continued 
existence of such a wasteful and 
inefficient system. 

“The ideal reform would be to 
sweep out all the political hench- 
men and fill their places with 
competent executives recruited 
under civil service law. 

“Incredible Report.” 

“Not content to repudiate the 
Ramspeck bill, Senator McKellar’s 
committee has brought out an in- 
credible report attacking the prin- 
ciple of the civil service. Appar- 
ently the senate is nearing a show- 
down in which its members will 
have to choose between a straight- 
forward merit system and contin- 
uation of the influence racket in 
selecting federal personnel.” 

For years, the “Monitor” ex- 
plains, “demands for civil service 
reform have been put off with 
platform promises, with pseudo 
civil service laws, with excuses 
about national emergency and with 
reluctance of political parties to 
blanket into the government mem- 
bers of another party. 

“Such services,” the editorial 
concludes, “will be less available 
in the present situation. The sen- 
ators are confronted with an al- 
most inescapable. choice between 
an excessively bad spoils measure 
and a civil service bill.”

MARKETING QUOTAS 
FOR WHEAT BEATEN 


House Chairman Jones Pro- 
tests Action Will Collapse 
Prices. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(P)— 
The administration’s philosophy of 
compulsory farm control, subject 
to the approval of a majority of 
the farmers, suffered a setback to- 
day in its first test on the house 
floor. 

The chamber voted 85 to 76 
against the farm bill’s provision 
for compulsory control of ‘the 


_jamount of wheat a farmer sells. 


The provision would have imposed 
marketing quotas when surpluses 
threatened to depress prices and a 
majority of the producers approv- 
ed government control. Farmers 
would have had to pay a tax of 
15 cents a bushel on wheat sold 
in excess of quotas. 

Chairman Jones, Democrat, 
Texas, of the agriculture commit- 
tee, protested in vain to his col- 
leagues that, without the market- 
ing provisions, wheat prices would 
collapse. — 

The chamber’s decision was ten- 
tative, and administration leaders 
hoped to overturn it before final 
action on the bill. 


' The representatives left in the 


legislation provisions for federal 
allotment of wheat acreage ac- 
cording to the production deemed 
needed, and for benefit payments 
to producers co-operating with 
those allotments. 

A bill authorizing $50,000,000 
for seed and feed loans to farmers 
in 1938 reached the senate.

FRIENDLY COUNSEL

DEAR MISS CHATFIELD: 
Married at 15, mother of two 
children at 20, divorced and re- 
married at 22, I have lived a full 
life. My- present husband is 32 
years older than I but we are con- 
genial and happy. My two chil- 
dren live with their father and 
his second wife for nine months 
of the year and they are devoted 
to the stepmother as well as their 
father, so I don’t have to worry 
about them. My husband’s chil- 
dren are married and have chil- 
dren, all but the youngest, who 
makes his home with us; but only 
one of the three is* able to sup- 
port himself and family. They dis- 
like me as they say I married their 
Dad for what he had, although I 
have economized to give them 
help. Their father was in bad fi- 
nancial shape when I married him 
and what with bororwing to help 


‘them live and borrowing more to 


|,pay their hospital bills we are 


deeply in debt. 

I see no way out for us but 
for me to go to work and help 
clean up our indebtedness. In 
fact, I have made all arrange- 
ments for a position, yet my 
husband is terribly opposed to 
the idea and says he isn’t going 
to have people say that his wife 
has to work to take care of his 
boys. What am I to do? What 
is the sensible course for me? 

MRS. J. C. W. 

ANSWER: 

This, my good woman, is no 
time for, high flown sentiment on 
the part of your husband and for 
the obvious reason that only those 
who can support such sentiment 
are entitled to indulge it. It sounds 
very chivalrous for a man to say 
he won’t permit his wife to work. 
But where’s the cash to finance 
his chivalry? So long as he is in 
debt to doctors, merchants, land- 
lords and money lenders, his first 
obligation is to pay his debts, and 
if he can’t, then he shouldn’t let 
false pride keep his wife from 
working to pay them. 


But even before this, why 
should a man be responsible for 
a crowd of irresponsible sons 
who got married before they 
could support their wives and 
then brought children into the 
world before they could pay the 
bills of birth? What’s wrong 
with the wives of those sons get- 
ting jobs and cleaning up their 
bills? The sons will never get 
on their feet so long as your hus- 
band underpins them and he is 
doing them a great injustice in 
relieving them of responsibili- 
ties which they assumed and 
should carry. Above all this, a 
man’s first obligation is to his 
wife rather than to adult chil- 
dren and when he jeopardizes 
her future to pauperize his chil- 
dren, somebody should take a 
hand, 

In view of these facts I recom- 
mend that you speak quite frankly 
to your husband and tel] him that 
if he is willing to let the boys 
shift for themselves in the future, 
use his money to pay off your in- 
debtedness and incur no further 
obligations for children and grand- 
children, you are quite willing to 
defer to his wishes, remain at 
home and live on his salary. But 
if he feels it incumbent upon him 
to continue passing out the cash to 
his children, you will have no al- 
ternative but to go to work to pro- 
tect your own future. 


These people who owe bills 
and don’t strain every nerve to 
pay them haven’t real pride, 
whatever high sounding talk 
they may do. I should think an 
honest man would be less hu- 
miliated at having his wife go 
to work than he would be at 
dead-heading and dead-beating 
on crediters who had trusted 
him and counted on his coming 
through.

A proposal to give athletic di- 
rectors equal voting power with 
faculty. representatives may inject 
a lot of debate into the proceed- 
ings when the Southeastern con- 
ference goes into annual session 
this week. 
The conference has always in- 
sisted that faculties must be re- 
sponsible for the conduct of ath- 
letics in all institutions. The ath- 
letic directors have reached the 
conclusion they want a hand in af- 
fairs. 
It was learned today that the 
directors will hold a meeting on 
Thursday night, eve of the open- 
ing session at Jackson, Miss., and 
make several recommendations to 
the conference. 
The Southeastern’s constitution 
provides that “a representative 
must be the executive head of the 
member institution or an active 
member of the teaching staff of 
the institution which he represents. 
No member of an athletic staff 
shall be eligible to act as represen- 
tative.” 
VOTING POWER ASKED. 


It is understood the athletic di- 
rectors will ask the privilege of 
attending all conference meetings, 
with voting power. In their meet- 
ing Thursday they are expected to 
recommend to the conference for 
more uniform and equitable con- 
tracts between institutions covers 
ing gate receipts, game expenses 
and complimentary tickets. 

The directors want stronger 
representation in conference af- 
fairs, including the running of 
meets, tournaments and the allo- 
cation of funds for these pur- 


poses. 

While this proposal is likely to 
be the liveliest of those presented, 
the question of “bowl” games will 
undoubtedly be injected into the 
discussions. A year ago the con- 
ference voted to recognize only the 
“Sugar Bowl” and the “Rose Bowl” 
games, with its teams being allow- 
ed to accept invitations only to 
these classics. 


“BOWL” TIEUPS. 


Some athletic directors have 
been reported as ready to support 
a move to have the conference 
enter into a tie-up with the 
“Sugar Bowl” and have its cham- 
pion play in that post-season game 
annually. It is doubtful that ac- 
tion will be taken on this ques- 
tion. 

For years some schools have 
complained on inability to sched- 
ule football games with conference 
teams. While it is believed that 
nothing definite may come of it at 
this meeting, it was learned that 
something will be initiated toward 
the willingness of conference 
members to schedule an adequate 
number of games within the con- 
ference. 

A proposal will ask that fresh- 
man football teams be allowed to 
play more than the present num- 
ber of two games. A similar pro- 
posal to increase the number to 
four was rejected a year ago. No 
talk has been heard of increasing 
the conference membership.

Georgia Poll Tax Law Up- 
held in Opinion by Jus- 
tice Butler. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—()— 
The supreme court decided today 
that the Justice Department is free 
to resume prosecution in New 
York of its anti-trust case against 
the Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ica. 

In an opinion by Justice Mc- 
Reynolds, the tribunal upheld a 
decision by a three-judge Phila- 
delphia court declaring the gov- 
ernment was within its rights in 
trying the case in federal district 
court of southern New York. The 
trial had been halted by injunc- 


tion. 

Attorney General Cummings, in 
a formal statement, said the high 
court’s opinion had “severed red 
tape,” and that the Justice De- 
partment could now “go ahead 
with the case.” 

Representatives of the Alumi- 
num Company declined immediate 
comment. 

The court, convening after a 
two weeks’ recess, announced de- 
cisions in 22 cases and issued 38 
orders. 

Income Levy Upheld. 

In a 5-to-4 decision, it held that 
gtates have the right to levy gross 
income taxes against income re- 
ceived by contractors from the 
federal government for construc- 
tion work on locks and dams. Jus- 
tice Hughes read the majority 
opinion, from which Justices Rob- 
erts, Butler, McReynolds and Su- 
therland dissented. > 

The tribunal also upheld a 
Georgia statute forbidding male 
citizens to vote unless they have 
paid all accumulated poll taxes. 
Nolen R. Breedlove, of Atlanta, 
who challen the law, contend- 
ed it was iscrimnatory because 
women were required to pay the 
tax only for the year in which 
they desired to vote. 

Power Is Equal. 
The opinion, read by Justice 


Butler, said imposition of a poll | 
tax without enforcement would be | 
“futile,” that “power to levy and | 


power to collect are equally nec- 
essary,” and that it was “fanciful 
to suggest that the Georgia law 
was a mere disguise under which 
to deny or abridge the right of 
men to vote because of their sex.’

Perry Doubts Norris Dam Is 
Valuable as Marble That 
It Inundated. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 6.— 
()—Senator George L. Berry ac- 
cused the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority today of “robbing” him of 
mineral leases in the Norris Dam 
reservoir and declared it was 
doubtful whether the dam was as 
valuable as the marble that has 
been inundated. 

The statements of Tennessee’s 
junior senator were made at a 
hearing before a three-man com- 
mission appointed to determine the 
value of leases held by Berry and 
29 others seeking damages from 
the government agency. 

Counsel for Berry and his asso- 
ciates declared witnesses would 
testify the marble alone under the 
waters of Norris lake was worth 
more than $3,000,000,000. 

The TVA took a divergent view, 
however, for Evans Dunn, coun- 
sel. for the authority, told the com- 
missioners “these leases have no 
market value” and “are not worth 
the paper they are written on.” 
He added: 

“They are of value only in a 
condemnation case and they are 
unique in that respect.” 

This remark incensed the sena- 
tor, who defended his purchase of 
the leases and denied vigorously 
that he bought them with a view 
to seeking damages from the gov- 
ernment, 

“T don’t have to sue the gov- 
ernment to make a liying,” Berry 
said, his voice rising. “I’ve made 
a living since I was 9 years old 
and I don’t have to change.”
